Ayes all, motion
carried.

Anne Thompson, Public Health Director, advised of the number of cases of COVID in Pocahontas County and stated
that the State numbers have tripled. With COVID concerns at the Courthouse, motion was made by Stauter,
seconded by Aden, to close down the County Annex and Courthouse, with the exception of Secondary Roads and
Sheriff’'s Department, until next Monday, the custodians will thoroughly clean and disinfect at the Annex and
Courthouse, and then open up by appointment only until COVID cases slow down again. Ayes all, motion carried.

After Atherton and the Board discussed the DD 59 repair project, a motion was made by Stauter, seconded Aden, to hire
Anderson Drainage to do the Open Ditch excavation, the spoil bank leveling, the disking of the rock and seeding. The
pipe replacement will be out for bids with the County suppling the pipe. Ayes all, motion carried.

The Board discussed the retirement of Recorder, Mike Bollard, and their options to appoint vs calling for a special
election. Motion by Siepker, seconded by Stauter, to File a notice of intent to appoint, form a committee to take
applications with the goal of appointing a new County Recorder at the first business meeting in 2021. Ayes all,
motion carried.
